Hear- 
ing the wail of a police siren, Stanley skids wildly 
around a curve and is killed when her car over- 
turns.

There’s a memorable experi- 
ence in store for you at the 
Strand Theatre, where Bette 
Davis is at her superb best in 
the starring role of Warner 
Bros.’ dramatic film, “In This 
Our Life.”
